Such  certificate  shall  he  in  such  form  as  may  be 
required  by  the  host  state,  and  shall  contain  at  least  the  following: 
"(.A)  The  generator's  name  and  address; 

"(B)  A  description  of  the -contents  of  the  low-level  waste  container; 
"(C)  A  statement  that  the  low-level  waste  being  shipped  has  been 
inspected  by  the  official  who  issued  the  certificate  or  by  his  agent  or 
by ■ a  representative  of  the  United  States  nuclear  regulatory  commission, 
and  found  to  have  been  packaged  in  compliance  with  applicable  federal 
regulations  and  such  additional  requirements  as  may  be  imposed  by  the 
host  state; 

"(D)   A  binding  agreement  by  the  state  of  origin  to  reimburse  any  party 
state   for  any  liability  or  expense  incurred  as  a  result  of  an  acciden- 
tal release  of  such  waste  during  shipment  or  after  such  waste   reaches 
the  facility. 
"(A)   Each  party   state  shall  cooperate  with  the  other  party  states  in 
determining  the  appropriate  site  of  any  facility   that  might  be   required 
within   the   region   comp>isc<l  of   tlie   party  states,  in  order  to  maximize 
public  health  and  safety  while  minimizing  the  use  of  any  one   (1)  party 
state  as  the  host  of  such  facilities  on  a  permanent  basis.  Each  party  state 
further  agrees  that  decisions  regarding  low-level  waste  management  facili- 
ties in  their  region  will  be  reached  though  a   good   faith  proces.s  which 
takes  into  account  the  burdens  borne  by  each  of  the  party  states  as  well  as 
the  benefits  each  has  received. 

"(5)  The  party  states  recognize  that  the  issue  of  hazardous  chemical 
waste  management  is  similar  in  many  respects  to  that  of  low-level  waste 
management.  Therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  state  of  Washington  allow- 
ing access  to  its  low-level  waste  disposal  facility  by  generators  in  other 
party  states,  party  states  such  as  Oregon  am!  Idaho  which  host  hazardous 
ch.eiiiical  waste  disposal  facilities  will  allow  access  to  such  facilities  by 
generators  within  other  party  states.  Nothing  in  this  compact  shall  be  con- 
.strued  to  prevent  any  party  state  from  limiting  the  nature  and  type  of 
h.nzardous  rhcmical  or  low-level  wastes  to  he  accepted  at  facilities  within 
its  borders  or  from  ordering  the  closure  of  such  facilities,  so  long  as 
.such  action  by  a  host  state  is  applied  equally  to  all  generators  within  the 
region  comprised  of  the  party  states. 

"(6)  Any  host  state  may  establish  a  schedule  of  fees  and  requirements 
related  to  its  facility,,  to  assure  that  closure,  perpetual  care,  and 
maintenance  and  contingency  requirements  are  met,  including  adequate  bond- 
ing. _7---^ 
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"ARTICLE  V  --  Northwest  Low-Level  Waste  Compact  ConimLttee 

"The  governor  of  each  party  state  shall  designate  one  (1)  official  of 
chat  state  as  the  person  responsible  for  administration  of  this  compact. 
The  officials  so  designated  shall  together  comprise  the  northwest  low-level 
waste  compact  comjnittcc.  The  committee  shall  meet  as  required  to  consider: 
matters  arising  under  this  compact.  The  parties  shall  inform  the  committee 
of  existing  regulations  concerning  low-level  waste  management  in  their 
states,  and  shall  afford  all  parties  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  review  and 
coji'.inent  upon  any  proposed  modifications  in  such  regulations.  Notwithstand- 
ing any  provision  of  article  IV  to  the  cotit  rary  ,''the  coiiiiiiittee  may  enter 
into  arrangements  with  states,  provinces,  individ.nal  generators,  or  region- 
al compact  entities  outside  the  region  comprised  of  the  p.irty  states  for 
access  to  facilities  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  committee  may  deem 
appropriate.  However,  it  shall  require  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  all  such 
members,  including  the  affirmative  vote  of  the  Jiicmbcr  of  any  party  state  in 
which  a  facility  affected  by  such  arrangement  is  located,  for  the  committee 
to  enter  into  such  arrangement. 

"ARTICLE  Vr  --  F.ligiTilr  Parties  niul  Fffcrtivc  Date 

(1)  .  Each  of  the  following  states  is  eligible  to  become  a  party  to  this 
compact:  Alaska,  Hawaii,  Idaho,  Montana,  Oregon,  Utah,  Washington,  and 
Wyoming.  As  to  any  eligible  party,  this  compact  shall, --become  effective 
upon  enactment  into  law  by  that  party,  but  it  shall  not  become  initially 
effective  until  enacted  into  law  by  two  (2)  states.  Any  party  state  may 
withdraw  from  this  compact  by  enacting  a  statute  repealing  its  approval. 

"(2)  After  the  compact  has  initially  taken  effect  pursuant  to  paragraph 
(1)  of  this  article,  any  eligible  party  state  may  become  a  party  to  this 
compact  by  the  execution  of  an  executive  order  by  the  governor  of  the 
state.  Any  state  which  becomes  a  party  in  this  manner  shall  cease  to  be  a 
party  upon  the  final  adjournment  of  the  next  general  or  regular  session  of 
its  legislature  or  July  1,  1983,  whichever  occurs  first,  unless  the  compact 
has  by  then  been  enacted  as  a  statute  by  that  state. 

"(3)  Paragraph  (2)  of  article  IV  of  this  compact  shall  take  effect  on 
July  1,  1983,  if  consent  is  given  by  congress.  As  provided  in  public  law 
96-573,  congress  may  withdraw  its  consent  to  the  compact  after  every  five 
(5)  year  period. 

"ARTICI.F.  VII  --  Severability 

"If  any  provision  of  this  compart,  or  its  application  to  any  person  or 
circumstance,  is  held  to  be  invalid,  all  other  provL.sLons  of  this  compact, 
and  the  application  of  all  of  its  provisions  to  all  other  persons  and 
circumstances,  shall  remain  valid;  and  to  this  end  the  provisions  of  this 
compact  are  severable."
